RULE OF COUItr AMENDED 


Amendment of Rule of Court No 3!), 


Section 37, in the Court of Quarter 
Sessions of Bedford County:—Febru- 
ary 4, 1301, it is ordered that section 
37 of Rule of Court No 39 be amended 
so that the same shall read as follows. 


S-c. 37 
In 
Bedford county the 


viewers, or one of them, shall give 
notice of the time of view and the 
place of meeting by five or more print- 
ed, or partially printed and partially 
written, advertisements, put up in the 
most public places in the vicinity of 
the view, including one at the nearest 
postomce or store, at least ten days 
before the time of meeting for the 
view. 


In case of a view, review or re-re- 


view for the laying out, widening, 
grading, opening or changing the 
lines of grades of any public street, 
road or alley, at least six days' notice 
shall be given the county commission- 
ers, or their clerk, of the time and 
place of holding such view. (Act of 
April 15, 1S91, P. L. 17; Act of April 3, 
1899, P. L. 26.) 


In all cases of proceedings looking 


to the opening and construction of a 
new road for public use it shall be the 
duty of the parties making application 
for such road to give written notice to 
the 
supervisors 
of the 
territory 


through which the same is designed to 
be laid out and constructed, of the 
time and place of any view, review or 
re-review therein, and a copy of such 
written notice, properly attested by 
the viewers, shall be attached to and 
filed with the report; and a failure to 
do so "shall be sufficient ground for 
an application to set aside the pro- 
ceedings." (Act of May 2,1899, P. L. 
170 )

BEDFORD PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Jury of View Makes Its JKeport In the Bed- 


ford aud Chambercburg Turnpike Case 
The jury of view on Friday con- 


demned the Bedford and Chambers 
burg turnpike in Bedford county and 
awarded the owners85,087.50 damages. 
The report of the viewers was pre- 
sented to the court on Monday, and 
filed. It will remain open for thirty 
days, during which time exceptions 
may be filed.and if they are.the matter 
will be taken up at the March sessions 
of argument court. 


Tne jurors were Jacob Clark, ol 


Mann's Choice; James M. Kennell, of 
Hyndman: Martin V. Zeth, of Hope- 
well; Oliver P. Ross, of Saxton, and 
James L. Tenley, of Six Mile Kun, 
Frank Fletcher, Esq , of Bedford, was 
master and J. Howard Feight, of Bed- 
ford, stenographer. Attorneys J. H 
Jordan and F. E. Colvin were counsel 
lor the Turnpike company and Hon. 
J. il Reynolds and D. S. Horn, E*q , 
for the petitioners. The proceedings 
covered a period of eighteen days. 
The compensation of the master was 
8225; the five jurors received $231; tbe 
stenographer $260.60. After deducting 
their traveling • expenses and board 
bills some of the jurors will have little 
to show for their services. 


The Turnpike company's counsel 


held that the amount of damages 
should be what it would cost at pres- 
ent to make and equip the road as it 
is and to this should be added the 
value of the franchises, making the 
total of the owners' claim about 5175,- 
000. 
The attorneys for the plaintiffs 


argued that the earning capacity ot 
the turnpike, considered in connection 
with the element ol cost, was the only 
just test of the value of the road to 
the company at the time it was con- 
demned.

that of Senator Charles A. Towne, of 
Minnesota, in advocacy of his resolu- 
tion for a cessation of hostilities in 
the Philippines. Mr. Towne's reputa- 
tion as an orator had attracted a large 
audience and his clear and forcible ad- 
dress was most favorably received by 
the multitudes who crowded the pub- 
lic and private galleries. It was Mr. 
Towne's Erst and last speech during 
his short term in congress. He was 
appoint* a to fill the nnexpired term of 
the late Senator Davis and at the 
close of his address his successor, M. 
E. Clapp, was sworn in and Mr. Towne 
retired. 


Mr. Towne began by referring to the 


petition presented to the senate by 
2,006 Filipinos for a cessation of hos- 
tilities and for the granting of inde- 
pendence to the people of the Philip- 
pines. He maintained that it would 
be "a quickening appeal to the ancient 
spirit of the republic, or its rejection 
must dedicate the twentieth century 
to a reaction prejudicial, if not fatal, 
to free institutions." 


In discussing events which led the 


United States forces to the Philippines, 
Mr. Towne referred particularly to the 
charge that Aguinaldo had sold hii 
country to the Spaniards for a bribe 
He asserted that the accusation was 
"gratuitous in its calumny, when we 
consider that the official publications 
of onr own government contradict and 
destroy it." 


Senator Towne declared that "we 


were in alliance with the Filipinos, an 
alliance sought by ourselves, availed 
of by us for our own advantage, and 
finally, to our everlasting shame in 
the 
eatimation of honorable men 


repudiated by us when we found it no 
longer necessary and when lust of 
empire had so blunted our moral sensi- 
bilities that we could mount from 
act of perfidy to the grand larceny of 
a nation." 


Taking up the question of the ac 


quiiition of the Philippines, the sena- 
tor (aid: 


"It is not easy to fix with accuracy 


the time when the design was formed 
to take forcible possession of the 
Philippine islands nor to ascertain the 
mind in whose 'gloomy recesses' this 
enterprise of sacrilege and violence 
first gathered 
form and pressure 


There has, indeed, been evidenced a 
disposition by its most illustrious 
sponsors, as if their prophetic souls 
already trembled at the inquisition 
of other ages, to impute the dubious 
responsibility to Providence itself. 1 
know not which to admire tbe more, 
whether the modesty which disclaims 
credit for the policy or the colossa 
presumption 
which challenges 
anc 


betrays the vaunted confidence of the 
Almighty. 


"No man, no party, no nation can 


escape accountability for actions by 
attributing their origin to any othei 
source than human judgment. 
The 


policy of the administration toward 
the Filipinos must be justified, if ever 
justified at all, in the forum of the 
reason and the conscience of man 
kind." 


The third article of the protoco 


with Spain is as follows: 


The United States, will occupy and hold 


the city, bay and harbor of Manila pend 
ing the conclusion of a treaty of peace 
•which shall determine the control, disposi 
tion and government of the Philippines. 


In the face of that definite proposi 


tion, the president issued on December 
21, 189S, his famous "benevolent as 
•imilation" proclamation. Thus, Sena 
tor Towne argued, the dilemma is this 


"Either that article of the protoco 


doe* not mean what it says or the 
president of tbe United States, in 
canting the issuance of the proclama 
tion to which I have referred, broke 
the plighted faith of this government 
It ia not agreeable to me to use thii 
language, but I devoutly believe tha 
the republic is at the gravest crisis o 
iU history and I feel that a necessary 
preliminary to its getting safe ont i 
to cause the people to realize how i 
came to get in." 


Paying his compliments to the pres 


ident's proclamation, the Minnesota 
»t»tesman said that "among the rose 
of it» soft rhetoric of love its fair speed 
about our coming 'not as invaders o 
conquerors, bnt ssfriends,'of the 'mil 
•way of justice' and of 'benevolent a< 
similatioo,' the already justly awaken 
ed distrust of the Filipinos clearly be 
held the unsheathed and glitterin; 
steel of despotism " 


'•If we are bent on slaughter," sail 


he, "let it be in open guise. 
Ifwelus 


for this people's lard, let us not gloss 
our enterprise with false and siniste 
pretense. 
Kather let us boldly rais 


the somber flag of international piracy 
whistle scruple down the wind am 
then close in upon our feeble victim 
to the cry of 'loot and glory.'" 


Mr Towne believes that the Unitec 


States is under the obligation of cir 
cams lances, if not, indeed, of actu; 
promise, to grant independence to the 
Filipino*, »nd that among nations the 


ormer is quite as binding as the latter. 
Senator Towne argued at length in 
upport of his contention that theFili- 
inos were perfectly capable of self- 
government, pointing out that 80 per 
cut. of the population ot Luzon can 
read and write and holding that the 
government established by Aguinaldo 
was strong, symmetrial and progress- 
ve, even in the difficult and disturbing 
.millions wliicli surrounded it 
He 


declared that the Filipino statesmen 


would creditably meet almost any 


emergency of administration in even 
the most advanced government and 
would have dignified and ornamented 
the early struggles for nationality of 
,ny people known to history." 
"Is it notclear," inquired Mr.Towne, 
'that the way of duty is equally the 
path of profit? 
Do we need to own 


people in order to trade with them ? 


!s it not better to allow our custom 
ers to live, to have their good will 


nd leave them the means of payment, 
than to kill the strongest of them, to 
:arn the hatred of the survivors and to 
mpoverish all by desolating war ?" He 
s of the opinion that it is no better to 
trade liberty to the Filipinos for secu- 
rity to the United States in the islands 
than to force "a sullen unwillingness 
nto slavish compliance with some of 
our customs by the employment of an 


,rmy of 100,000 men.'' 
The defenders of the administration 


policy have the habit of sneering at 
the term "imperialism," continued Mr. 
Towne, but it cannot ba sneered away. 


"You can have imperialism withoul 


,n emperor, just as the Romans, found 
that they could have a more than 
royal master, though he did not wear 
the hated name of king," asserted Mr 
Towne.

The Treatment of Measles. 


The room used for the patient should 


be large, bright and well ventilated 
then if a second child in the family 
comes down with the same disease 
which is most sure to happen where 
there are other children, the second 
patient can be placed in the same room 
with the first without crowding or 
danger of exhausting the supply o 
fresh air, as would be the case in a 
small room. As the eyes are weak 
and affected by bright light, the ligh 
in the room should be rather subdued 
After a few days, when the child i 
allowed to sit up, a cap with a large 
peak in front is a good device to shad< 
the eyes from the glare. The room 
and patient must be kept warm am 
draughts carefully avoided. When I 
say warm it does not mean hot and 
the patient should not be kept s< 
warm that he perspires, but it is es 
sential that the hands and feet should 
not be allowed to get cold. In the 
sick-room, as in the nursery, the open 
fire is, if possible, desirable, as a 
means both of heating the room and o 
assisting in the ventilation. As the 
rash begins to disappear the fever alsi 
subsides and about the end of four o 
five days the patient begins to feel a: 
though he were well, and an olde: 
child will often rebel at being kept in 
bed; but as it is at this stage the lung 
symptoms are likely to develop, extra 
precaution must betaken; active chil 
dren are not likely to lie perfectly 
quiet in bed or neatly tucked under 
the bed-clothes, and it is not absolute 
ly necessary that they should be kep 
so; they will be much happier ant 
more comfortable, also sleep better ai 
night, if frequent change of position 
is made during the day. For a little 
child it is well to have a warm bed 
sacque to protect the arms and chest 
so that the patient can sit up in be, 
and have his toys about to divert and 
amuse him.— Marianna Wheeler, in 
Harper's Bazar.

VICTORIA, OF ENGLAND. 


There ft Nothing To Add To Or Take A war 


From the Glorj and Splendor of Her 


Perfect and Well-UoundedJJfe.

NEW YOBK, February 5.—For 
the 


past week one subject, and one 
only, engrossed the attention 
ot 


our people, to the exclusion of every 
other—the woe 
that dimmed 
the 


nation's eyes 
with scalding 
tears 


and rived its heart with agony untold 
What is the cause of that mighty 
sorrow that has crushed a great nation 
to the earth, and there, in sackcloth 
,nd ashes, for the time to lie? 
It is 


grief's tearful tribute to the grandest 
woman of her day and generation. 
The unchallenged ruler of a hun- 
dred millions o! the hum in family is 
dead. Victoria, England's queen; Vic 
toria, India's empress; Victoria, the 
beloved of her people, after three 
score years and ten of faithful service, 
a service that courts the most search- 
ing investigation and commands the 
admiration and approval of the lovers 
of pure and honest government, where- 
ever the blood-red symbol of her pow 
er and her glory challenges the sun. 


Our love for our own starry fl^g is 


not lessened by the comparison ; we 
are as ready to follow it to the death 
as any Briton ever followed Eng- 
land's flag at the 
behest 
of her 


peerless queen, and who thought hon- 
or and glory cheaply purchased if paid 
for with the life which he held sacred 
10 his country's call. More than hall 
a century has elapsed since a number 
of grave and old officials were called 
together to make an announcement 
long expected, yet hardly within the 
hope of realization, Victoria, the only 
child of the Duke of Kent, the third 
son of King George the Third, was 
now, in the line of succession, Eng 
laud's lawful queen. 
On the arrival 


of the delegation at the palace, where 
the Duchess of Kent had made her 
home for many years, the porter who 
answered their summons demarded to 
know the nature of their business This 
the visitors refused to give. With 
that immovable stubbornness tha' 
characterizes many classes of English 
men, the old servitor could not be 
moved. At last the committee were 
compelled to give way and eveu the 
old serving man could not see the ne 
cessity of disturbing his royal mistress 
in her sleep. 
One of the ladies in 


waiting, hearing the turmoil, awaken 
ed the young queen, who, withou 
stopping to dress, hastened down to 
receive the committee and to hear her 
self addressed for the first time ai 
"your majesty." Never before on thii 
earth did such a wonderful change 
take place in the destiny and powe 
of any human being as that which 
marked Victoria's accession to Eng 
land's crown. 


When she lay down to sleep on the 


eventful night that she became Queen 
of England there was scarcely as poo 
a person belonging to any royal house 
in Europe. How marvelous the change 
in a second of time; history record 
nothing like it. Her uncle, King Wil 
liam the Fourth, seems to have taken 
very little interest in his brother'i 
widow or her child. 
He knew she 


would in all human probability be hi 
successor to England's croWn. Through 
that afternoon King William writhed 
on a bed of pain. It's strange to say 
so little sympathy was felt for the roya 
martyr that there was many more in 
the kingdom who wished for his death 
than there were others who wished tc 
see his life prolonged, and yet he wi 
one of the least harmful of his race 
He was neither aggressive nor repel 
lant. He added nothing to the nation' 
glory, he took nothing from her powe 
or character by his living or dying 
The nation neither lost nor gained

Thi 
could hardly be said in the present in 
stance, for the successor was not a 
king, bnt a young girl, still in he 
minority, and under ordinary circum 
stances might still have been attend 
ing school. 


The change of an instant, in th 


twinkling of an eye, the poor schoo 
girl was changed to the queen of om 
of the greatest nations on which tin 
sun shines. Poverty vanished, powt: 
came at her call, boundless wealth wa 
hers and over fifty millions acknowl 
edged her as their mistress and thei 
queen. All the great nations of thi 
earth acknowledged her primacy; nom 
questioned her right to the crown. Per 
sonally weak, not having a chaperone 
on whom she might call to defend he 
right, believing implicitly on the an 
cient doctrine of the divine right o 
kings; on that foundation she stood 
there as God's servant, to do His will 
leaving the rest to Him who marketh 
the sparrow's fall.

in the safety of a hundred millions of 
people. 
The most marvelous thing 


connected with this system of govern 
ment is how little it depends on the 
character of the leader. King George 
III. was an imbecile for many years 
before his death. His son, George IV. 
a roue and a gambler. William IV. 
was a person of no great character for 
good or evil, and the nation ruled by 
these was the inheritance ol Victoria,

From the moment she took 
he helm of state in her hand a change 
ook place in England's history, which 
will ba one of the ma-ked events of the 
world for all time. 
The careful serv i nts of Ihe crown look-

Albert of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, a no- 
>le young man oi religious training 
and physically and mentally sound, 
and in every way worthy of the hand 
of her whose royal consort he became. 
Those were happy days for the young 
queen, confident and supreme in the 
.ove of one whom she could claim her 
own, whose queen she was. Through 
years of love and devotion nine chil- 
dren blessed their home, and in fine 
time strengthened the lines of relation 
ship wherever a 'royal government was 
acknowledged, but death came at last 
to mar the beauty and happiness of 
Victoria's life, and she from that time 
could only bope to meet her beloved 
again when htr heavenly Father 
shcu'd call her home. Great Britain 
respected her widowhood and grief 
What mysterious power was it that led 
her back to Osborne House wht n the 
time came to render an account of her 
stewardship?

the is'ard has never been a favored 
spot with those who consider them- 
selves the votaries of fashion. It is an 
old-fashioned, primitive place that 
maintains its ancient customs, which 
makes it a quiet, restful home, far 
from tbe ma-'dirjg crowd After Prince 
Albert's death she made an annual 
pilgrimage to the scenes of her early 
life, and between Osborne and Balmo 
ral, in Scotland, she spent many of the 
most peaceful of her widowhood days, 
but the years were rolling swiftly by 
snd the cry of nature, worn and weary 
for rest, would not be put aside.

Elaborate tests of many varieties ol 


tomatoes have been made during tht 
past few years by American Garden- 
Ing. 
The following items are taken 


from Its resume of these: Last yea: 
our results from seventy odd varieties 
•were that a good type of Stone was the 
best all round tomato, and after anoth. 
er season's labor we have no reason to 
modify that opinion. Another tomato 
that has established a good reputation 
with us after three years' test Is 
Trucker's Favorite. It is of good size, 
a good shipper and of fine flavor, but 
has a pink skin, which in some mar- 
kets is a disadvantage. 
Royal Red 


makes a large, handsome fruit, but in 
no way equals Stone as a cropper. 
Earliana simply cropped itself to death. 
We were able to gather some very ear- 
ly fruits of good quality, but in raid- 
season and late the fruits were not 
properly colored and were poor in qual- 
ity. The vine sets such an enormous 
number of fruits that it cannot finish 
them. 
Trophy is stili an acceptable 


fruit, not so early as Stone. 


Early Michigan, grown this season 


for the Erst time, was well liked. Fruit 
medium in size, of high quality and the 
•vine apparently a good yielder. 


A newcomer that has found consid 


erablo favor purely as an exhibition 
variety is Enormous. Tlie habit of the 
plant is miserable. U cannot be train- 
ed to a stake, and it makes a very poor 
bush. The yield of fruit is exceedingly 
light, but the few perfect specimens 
obtained are simply magnificent. 
In 


weight it averaged 
from 14 to 16 


ounces aud when fully ripe is a bril- 
liant, deep toned red almost as though 
artificially polished. 


Quarter Century was disappointing in 


both yield and size, but for perfection 
and color of \\hat fruits we did have 
we know of nothing to equal it. The 
skin is almost ruby red.

Its flavor 
Is also acceptable to many people. It 
takes a 
tremendous time to ripen, 


•which largely accounts for its marvel- 
ous shipping Qualities. 
There is no 


doubt but that the variety can be 
grown in this country and successfully 
shipped to Europe, for if picked at the 
right stage it will ripen on the voyage. 


Among yellow skin varieties Golden 


Jubilee was by far the best. For size, 
color aud yield no other yellow ap- 
proached it. Shah and Yellow Queen 
are so much alike that the fruits of the 
one may be exhibited as the other. 


\Ve have very little to say on the 


fine points of earliness of the varieties 
that are credited with that propensity 
We bave about come to the conclusion 
that these comparative distinctions in 
the time of ripening amount to but 
very little. In our experience, with the 
exception of Honor Bright and Trophy, 
which are late, this and last season 
there is very little difference in all the 
host. This season Stone was the first 
to ripen, aud very large perfect fruits 
were gathered. 


In regard to method of cultivation 


and training we shall still hold to it 
that for tlie home garden and for ex- 
hibition purposes the best system to 
follow is a single stem trained to a 
stake. The yield of perfect fruits oh 
tained in this way excels that of the 
ordinary style of Bat or Beld culture. 
and. furthermore, the fruits are of 
finer flavor all through the season. Tin1 
next best method Is to train a double 
row over an inverted V shaped trellis

the following information about rape 
and vetch: Where rape b sowu for a 
cover crop it would be well to sow not 
more thai) three pounds of rape seed 
per acre and to sow with It four quarts 
of red clover or the mammoth clovei 
seed. 
If In a locality where clovei 


does not produce well, theu one bushel 
of rye may be sown per acre with the 
rape.

Vetch belongs to the li-luminous Ol- 


der of plants and is snppoM-d to be liki 
the clovers, capable of seem ins a par! 
of its nitrogen from the free nitrogen 
of the air.

01 
spring vetch, and Vicia villosa. or tin 
sand vetch.

but it could be sown in the fall \ \ i t l 
winter oats and would he in coudltlnii 
for feeding in early spring. 


Vetches will grow well where pea- 


will grow. 
A clay loam is preferable 


to a sandy soil, lu tittins the land foi 
vetches it should be given as thorough 
preparation as when fitted for oat« 01 
corn. Where vetch is sowu alone about 
one bushel of seed per acie should be 
used. 
When vetch is sown with oats 


or rye, from one bushel to one and a 
half bushels of oats or rye should lie 
mixed with three pecks of vetch seed 
for one acre. 
If rye be sown with 


vetch, one bushel of rye and three 
pecks of vetch seed will be sufficient 
for one acre. The seed may be put in 
with a drill or be sown broadcast and 
harrowed in. Drilling is preferable, as 
it will then be more evenly covered 
with soil. 


If the vetch is to be fed to live stocU 


green, cutting should begin when the 
plants are iu blossom aud may con- 
tinue uutil the plants arc in the early 
stages of maturity.

A Chinese Curiosity.
